No. 123-ITC(PN)/68.—Attention Is invited to the provi.sions contained in sub¬ 
paragraphs 28(4) and 28(5) in Chapter II of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968, relating to re-flxation or re-establishnaent of 
quotas by established importers. 

2- The matter has been re-examlnM, and it has been decided to delete the 
existing provisions in the aforesaid sub-paragraphs 28(4) and 28(5), and to insert 
the following sub-paragraph under paragraph 28 in Chapter III of the Import 
Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure, 1968; — 

‘'(4) Except in cases covered by sub-para (3) of this paragraph, the 
importers can apply for re-flxation or re-establishmcnt of their exist¬ 
ing quota certificates on the basis of pa.st imports during any of the 
years from 1961-62 to 1965-66, or during any other year, within the 
prescribed basic period, provided such other year has been included 
in the basic period for the first time during the licensing period 
April 1968—March 1969.” 

3, Paragraph 28 In Chapter III of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of 
Rules and Procedure, 1968 may be deemed to have been amended accordingly.
